ties upon the Japanese who made 
repeated assaults before forcing 
the defenders from the east side 
of fhe Sittang. 

It added that British losses also | 
have been heavy but that “our 
troops are now in good position.” | 

This account, covering fighting | 
for the last four days, said the 
Japanese began massive assaults 
on the bridgehead Sunday and 
yesterday penetrated positions of | 
the defenders who then crossed the | 
river, blowing up the bridge be-| 
hind them. 

The vastly outnumbered im-| 
perials themselves lashed out in 
repeated counterattacks, each time | 
mowing down uncounted Japanese 
thrown recklessly into the battle. 

American volunteer and RAF 
pilots were in continuous action, 
pounding Japanese troop and | 
transport columns which one pilot 
said ‘“‘were thick as ants and | 
couldn’t be missed.” Four Japa- 
nese planes were downed in air | 
fights from which the British and | 
Americans escaped unscratched. 

Detailing earlier phases of the) 
fighting, the official announce- | 
ment said the British made their 
‘earlier withdrawal Friday along 
the Bilin river on the southern 
front after days of bitter hand-| 
to-hand bayonet fighting against | 
fresh Japanese reinforcements. 
Now that the Japanese have 
i\forced the British across the Sit- | 
itang, they stand only 20 miles | 
i'from the Rangoon-Lashio railroad | 
‘which feeds the Burma road. |

Twenty-one survivors from 
the flaming wreckage of the ves- 
sel were brought to shore at Fort 
Pierce. Seven of them were 
burned or otherwise injured and 
were admitted to hospitals at un- 


disclosed points.

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Storm Wreeks 


2 Navy Vessels; 
189 Men Lost 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.— 
One of the worst sea disasters 
in United States naval history 
—loss of a destrover, a supply 
ship and 189 officers and men 
—was announced today by 
the Navy Department in a 
tragic account of death and 
destruction on the gale-lashed 
coast of Newfoundland. 


Seldom have ships been battered 
into wreckage by the deliberate ac- 
tion of enemy guns more quickly 
than the 1,200-ton destroyer Trux- 
tun and the 6,085-ton freighter Pol- 
lux were dashed to pieces by wind 
and wave. 

And even in these times of 
Wholesale losses of men and ships 
on the high seas all over the world, 
naval veterans here were obvious- 
ly deeply saddened by the heroic 
but mostly futie struggle put up 
by the men of the Truxtun and 
Pollux after their ships ran 
aground in the storm. 

From the Truxtun seven offi- 
cers including the captain, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Ralph Hickok, 38, 
of Washington, D. C., and 90 men 
were lost. Three additional deaths 
were expected to be reported. The 
Truxtun normally carried a crew 
of around 145. 

One oficer and 91 men from the 
Pollux perished. The skipper of 
this vessel, whose name was not 


_given out, and some others of those 


on board, were saved. 

On a swaying bosun’s chair 
slung over a 200-foot cliff, 43 men 
were rescued, 

The two vessels, forming a por- 
tion of a convoy, were voyaging 
along the south coast of New- 
foundland near St. Lawrence bay, 
the mouth of Placentia bay, 
when the mishap occurred, the 
Navy reported. Whether they had 
been or were going to the United 
States base at Argentia, New- 
foundland, was not disclosed. 

Wet, heavy scud had cut visi- 
bility virtually to zero, and al- 
though it was day time, naviga- 
tion aids were obscured. The seas, 
driven by gale winds, were crash- 
ing thundereusly against rocks and 
hidden reefs, and it was bitter 
cold. Then both ships ran aground. 
The Navy did not say whether one 
struck first and the other hit a 
reef while going to the rescue, or 
whether they both hit almost si- 
multaneously. 

Under the pounding of the 
waves, the vessels began to break 
immediately. Oil from their 
fuel tanks spread over the churn- 
ing surf. 

“Heroic efforts to swim lines 
ashore failed due to the inability 
to handle them when they became 
oil-soaked,” the Navy’s commu- 
nique on the disaster related.

This Is Serious 

On Thursday night Atlanta, Decatur and 
College Park will simultaneously stage the first 
.test blackout in this area. Sometime during 
‘ the evening the air raid warning signals will 
sound and, from that moment until the all-clear 
signal is heard, no single ray of light must be 
visible outdoors in any of the three cities. 

All individuals must seek shelter, no one 
must be on the streets during the blackout 
period save police, air raid wardens and those 
cfificially designated. Motorists must pull their 
ears to the curb, put out all lights, lock the 
cars and seek the nearest shelter. 

This test blackout is a serious undertaking. 
S meday it is not at all unlikely that the lives 
of hundreds of Atlantans will depend upon how 
perfectly the city can black itself out. Without 
preliminary tests, practice blackouts, the real 
thing can never be successfully done. 


Ordinances have been passed providing stiff | 


a 


penalties for any who violate blackout regula- 
tions. If there are violators, on Thursday night, 
it would be excellent policy to punish them 
severely, as lesson and warning to others. There 
are bound to be some few crackbrains who will 
persist on regarding the blackout as a piece of 
entertainment staged for their benefit, and 
others who will, idiotically, consider it “smart” 
to violate the rules.

Politics in Uruguay 

Uruguay, the most liberal of all South 
American nations, became a dictatorship Sat- 
urday when President Alfredo Baldomir dis- 
solved congress and postponed a national elec- 
tion scheduled for March 29. 

Back of this assumption of power is the 
age-old conflict between the backward prov- 
inces and enlightened elements of the cities. 
Back of it also is the friendship of the present 
government for the United States and the 
hatred of this country fostered by the Fascist 
element headed by Dr. Luis Alberto de Herrera. 
Herrera has been a guest of Hitler and Mus- 
solini and is the leader of the provincial ele- 
ment in national politics. 

These politics have been complicated by the

fact that under the Uruguayan constitution the 
chief minority party, in this instance the “Her- 
reraistas,” must be given three posts in the 
cabinet of the victorious presidential candidate 
and at the same time must be given one-half 
of the seats in the senate. This enables the 
minority party to block majority legislation, 
even though it represents only one-sixth of 
the electorate, as is the case with the Herrer- 
aistas. 

The Herreraistas sought to block a vote in 
the March election on a change in the con- 
stitutional provision giving three cabinet seats 
to the opposition party, and did succeed in 
voting a motion providing this change could 
be made only by a majority of those eligible 
to vote. The administration sought this issue 
decided by a majority of those voting. The 
Herreraistas won on their issue and then 
sought to declare the president deposed. He 
promptly retaliated by dissolving congress and 
taking over all power, blocking assumption of 
power by the vice president, Cesar Charlone 
who, while an able man, has been branded pro- 
Fascist. 

The attitude of Argentina should be closely 
watched in the event of further developments. 
That country has long regarded Uruguay as a 
satellite state, seeks to keep it in economic 
bondage and has sharply opposed the co- 
operation Uruguay has willingly given the 
United States during this war.

Small manufacturers who are discouraged by 
their plants being idle, or threatened with idle- 
ness, may come out all right.

SHOULD SQUELCH RUMORS. WASHINGTON, Feb, 24.— 


President Roosevelt’s speech 
of Monday night should be an ample answer to the rumor factory 
of cranks and critics who have been spreading false information 
about the nation’s war business.

MARIETTA’S SIR GALAHADS You never would pick out 
Mayor Rip Blair, Attorney 


Jimmy Carmichael and County Commissioner George McMillan, 

all of Marietta, as handsome men. In fact, and as a matter of record, 

Rip Blair is as homely as a bloodhound and George McMillan and 
Jimmy Carmichael never won any beauty 
prizes.

They had had pressures put on them and 
against their site which were heavy and not 
always quite fair. Twice, when the site was 
agreed upon, these pressures succeeded in have 
ing the decision held up and the case reopened, 

They stayed in there and fought and they 

won. It may be, as the poet said, their strength was as the strength 
of 10 because their hearts were pure. 1 would not know about that. 
They did have the best site. They did have good co-operation 
from several Atlantans. They had some help in Washington, 
chiefly, they say, from Congressman Malcolm S. Tarver and from 
Senator Walter George. Others did help. These forces, which 
delayed the site, brought about a delay of about 30 days. Esti- 
mating that once production is attained the output will be three 
huge bombers per day, the more or less selfish opposition to a 
decision already made cost this country 90 bombers. 

This serves as a splendid example of what is meant by the slow- 
ness and inefficiency of democracy.

But once the Cobb county site was selected, Cobb county had 
considerable help from Atlanta in combating interference which 
very nearly lost the plant for this area and which cost the nation 
at least 90 bombers. 

The gallant fight made by the Cobb county people and their 
committee of Mayor Blair, County Commissioner McMillan and 
Attorney Carmichael was what made them appear, in success, so

THE BIG JOB It is difficult to realize what the plant means 
to the Atlanta area. In the first place, it means 

that $30,000,000 is to be spent to build one of the largest, if not the 

largest, airplane factory in the world. 

In the second place, it means that housing and transportation 
must be found for the 40,000 workers, many of whom will be 
women. It means use of water, power, sewers, gas. 

The transportation problem alone is staggering. 

One shift will employ about 17,000 persons. Most of them will 
have to be transported to and from work each day from the 
Atlanta area. 

It means the amount of money normally spent in Atlanta and 
Marietta will be doubled, and more than tripled as far as Marietta 
is concerned. 

It will mean opportunity and responsibility. 

You never get the dog without the fleas. 

It will mean training workers, not for skilled jobs requiring long 
months of apprenticeship, but for semi-skilled jobs. The welding 
today is spot welding and arc welding. Women can, and do, carry 
on that type work. 

The plant will have a terrific impact on the economy and on 
the social problems of this area. It will reach out over the entire 
state and overflow into neighboring states. 

Larry Bell, the up-from-the-ranks president of the Bell Aircraft 
Corporation, which will manage the plant and produce the bombers, 
has said he will use local labor, drawing it from the state and the 
adjoining states. 

Labor will not be imported.

THE BELL COMPANY Some months ago I visited the Bell 
plants in Buffalo. Larry Bell, the 


president, came up from mechanic to become engineer with the 
Glen Martin Company and then, as the depression began to fade 
in 1935, he launched out on his own. 

He and his designers and engineers created the famed “Airae- 
cobra.” 

It is, I believe, the finest fighting plane in the world. It is a 
brand-new design with the engine in the center of the plane's 
gravity, the pilot in front of the engine. He has an unobstructed 
view. 

The armament of the “Airacobra”’ was a 37 millimeter cannon in 
the nose and six machineguns, two of them .50 caliber. This was 
announced well before the war and is not a military secret. 

There is a new design for armament and that is a secret. 
makes the “Airacobra’” much more deadly. 

This, in brief, is something of the man and the company which 
will change the economy of this area; which will produce bombers 
designed by Boeing, four-engined, tremendously powerful bombers 
with great range and an altitude capacity far beyond that of any 
other bomber.

This arrangement, like the law of balance, is universal. Every- 
thing that lives must get nourishment from outside itself. As there 
is no such thing as “perpetual motion,” neither is there a living 
thing that can survive by its own resources. 

And since this law is universal, and applies to all the things 
we can see, it must also apply to all the things that are unseen. 

Man has three kinds of life to feed—the physical life he shares 
with all creatures, the intellectual life he shares in some degree 
with a few, and the spiritual life which he alone possesses—the 
form. of life which gives him his mysterious moral sense and 
the conscience that approves when he does “right” and shames him 
when he does “wrong.”

CLEVELAND, Feb. 24.—(#/)— 
Rapid Robert Pastor turned slug- 
ger tonight and after exploding 
the myth of Lem Franklin's fistic 
dynamite, fought on to stop the 
Cleveland Negro in eight rounds 
before a jam-packed crowd in the 
local arena. Pastor weighed 181; 
Franklin, 197 1-4. 

After weathering all the fistic 
dynamite Lammin’ Lem had in his 
arsenal for the first three rounds, 
the ex-New York collegian gave 
the local larruper a sound boxing 
lesson for the next few heats and 
finally put him away with a blis- 
tering barrage at 2 minutes, 8 sec- 
onds of the eighth in a fight book- 
ed for ten. 

He fired 30 punches to drop 
Franklin flat on his face near a 
neutral corner midway of the 
round. Lem, a weary, well bat- 
tered warrior, got up, but stag- 
gered helplessly into the ropes and 
Referee Joe Sedley raised Robert’s 
hand in token of victory. Later 
Sedley said he had counted 10 on 
the knockdown and that Pastor’s 
victory would go into the books 
officially as a knockout triumph. 

For the seven completed rounds, 
Pastor had the last five in a row 
on the Associated Press score card, 
after the 24-year-old Negro took 
the first two by exploding all his 
dynamite early.
